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The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-20 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

Applicant argues in the amendment filed 19 July 2004 that the claims are now amended 
such that they are limited to disease-causing microbes or viruses, and therefore that any organism 
that falls outside of this scope is simply not encompassed by the claims. However, this still does 
not impart any information with regard to the structures, i.e., genetic make-ups of any of the 
claimed organisms. The claimed genus is still vast, with no particular information regarding 
particular mutations having been described. Mere description by function alone in this instance 
does not convey information about structure. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-20 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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Applicant argues that the entire specification is drawn to the teaching of modification of 
microbes, and that it is not clear how this term could be misunderstood. If, however, a microbe 
resulted from the practice of the recited method steps, and if said microbe were found to be of a 
known infectious genotype, would it be encompassed by the claims? What if the genotype could 
have been mutated from a starting strain? Would it then be encompassed? The term "modified" 
is a relative term, and in the absence of further qualification, is not definite.
